Concerns raised over plans for new 707-space multi-storey 


A MULTI-STOREY car park plan for 
Banbury train station should be thrown 
out because of the impact on traffic 
and neighbours, council officers have 
urged. 

Chi Item Railways has said the 707-space, 
three-storey building is vital to meet rising 
demand with the pending loss of other car 
parks. But a Cherwell District Council plan¬ 
ning officer has recommended members 
reject the scheme at a meeting today. 

The pay-and-display facility would go on 
land next to the Royal Mail sorting office and 
Chi Item's control centre off Higham Way 
and be linked by a new bridge to the station, 
for car park users only. 

Chiltern said passenger demand for 
Banbury grew by 100 per cent from 2003 to 
2011 and spaces grew from 254 in 2005 to 
631 now. 

And it warned leases on 315 spaces at 
Tramway Industrial Estate would expire in 
October, while 54 off Station Approach run

out in August. 

But planning officer Simon Dean said 
while there was a "clear need" for more 
parking, the plan would have an unaccept¬ 
able traffic impact. 

The car park would also have an "unac¬ 
ceptable level of over-dominance" on neigh¬ 
bouring flats along Marshall Road, he said. 

The impact on junctions of Cherwell 
Street, Bridge Street, Merton Street, 
Middleton Road and Waterloo Drive was 
raised as a concern by Oxfordshire County 
Council, the highways authority. 

The county council said not enough infor¬ 
mation had been given by the operator on 
how many extra journeys the plan would 
generate. 

Some 44 letters opposed the plan along 
with a petition of 124 signatures with con¬ 
cerns about the "over-dominance" of the 
building, loss of light, and traffic. 


Marshall Road resident Matthew Gilkes 
told the council: "It is very difficult to see 
how the surrounding road infrastructure of 
Marshall Road, Middleton Road and Merton 
Street will cope with the increased vehicle 
volume." 

Banbury Town Council told the district 
council: "This site is not suitable for a car 
park of this size." 

Chiltern offered £100,000 for transport 
works like traffic calming, but Mr Dean said 
it was not clear if this would be adequate. 

The council has suggested the top deck be 
removed but Chiltern said a Government 
grant demands it be used for 707 spaces. 

Cherwell Rail Users Group chairman 
Chris Bates said: "The application was too 
large and in the wrong place. It is being 
opposed for all the right reasons." 

Chiltern spokesman Emma Gascoigne 
said: "We believe our proposal is the right 
answer for Banbury but will obviously 
review our position if the committee does 
not agree."

He said: "We have worked hard to 
ensure that we had already 
identified a significant proportion 
of the necessary savings. We are 
now considering the options for 
the remainder." 


Defiant hunt

HUNTERS were in a defiant 
mood on Boxing Day as they 
met in Chipping Norton for the 
latest Heythrop Hunt. 

The hunt has been meeting for 
1 77 years but the one held this 
Christmas was the first since it was 
prosecuted by the RSPCA. 

The previous week the Heythrop 
Hunt, which was founded in 1835, 
admitted a total of 12 counts of 
unlawful hunting with dogs at 
Oxford Magistrates' Court along 
with members Julian Barnfield and 
Richard Sumner. 

The case was the first where a 
whole hunt has faced corporate 
charges and was also the first taken 
by the RSPCA involving the 
prosecution of a hunt itself. 

Hunt chairman Mikey Elliot said: 
"They went out to hunt legally, so I 
don't see it as a provocative act. 
There was a huge sense of 
community there. 

"There were 52 cases brought 
against us and they had set aside 30

days for the case. We didn't have 
the funds to defend ourselves. It was 
corporate bullying." 

Despite the recent case there 
were no protests or visible 
opposition in Chipping Norton's 
market square where the hundreds 
of people had gathered to see the 
hunt set off down West Street. 

At 11 am the riders left the town 
with their hounds to cover an area 
of countryside that stretches across 
Oxfordshire and Gloucestershire. 

Hunter Peter Trotter said: "The 
ban was done entirely for political 
reasons and has not saved a single 
animal. 

"We didn't have the money to 
fight the case. We had to plead 
guilty." 

Mary Sunderland was one of the 
spectators and had come from 
Woodstock to see the hunt leave. 

She said: "I like to see the horses 
and the riders. Normally there are 
not this many people here. 

"I don't like animal cruelty but it 
is just about having a go at what 
they perceive to be toffs - which is 
not the right way to go about 
making laws." 

Environment Secretary Owen 
Paterson said it would be unlikely 
that a vote on repealing the fox 
hunting ban, introduced in 2005, 


would be held in Parliament later 
this year despite it being in the 
coalition agreement. 

Klare Ken nett, a spokesman for 
the RSPCA, said: "If they were drag 
hunting then let them ride. That was 
the legal way to do it. Lots of hunts 
manage to do that. 

"We are a charity and all we 
were doing was upholding the law. 
Politics and geography had nothing 
to do with it. 

"Our prosecutions department is 
given video footage on a regular 
basis and, in this case, the evidence 
was overwhelming." 

A group of hunt monitors did 
attend the hunt during the day. 

Penny Little, who also runs the 
Little Loxes sanctuary near Thame, 
was unable to attend but raised 
concerns about the event taking 
place at all. 

She said: "I think it is 
unacceptable them meeting in 
Chipping Norton as if nothing had 
happened. 

"The RSPCA was doing exactly 
what it was set up to do. Lox 
hunting is one of the grossest forms 
of animal cruelty you could come 
across. 

"Loxes are not vermin. They are 
not classed as such and they are a 
highly intelligent species."

Promise over Mill 
despite £ 90 k cuts 


USERS of Banbury's Mill 
Arts Centre will see no dif¬ 
ference in service when a 
£90,000 funding cut kicks 
in, a centre leader has said. 

Mill management committee 
chairman Nicholas Turner spoke 
as staff are consulted by owners 
Conservative-run Oxfordshire 
County Council. 

The authority is putting in 
£199,000 this year but will slash 
this by £90,000 for the 12 
months from April as part of 
widespread spending reduc¬ 
tions. 

It said savings - agreed in 
February last year - would be 
achieved by a "new staffing 
structure", but has not given fur¬ 
ther details. 

The committee would also 
take all decisions, which at pres¬ 
ent have to be ratified by the 
county. Both groups currently 
employ staff. 

Mr Turner - a Tory county 
councillor - said: "I don't 
believe it will cause any reduc¬ 
tion in service at all. 

"If anything, it gives the Mill 
management committee more

Cherwell District Council is 
this year giving £38,000 and has 
yet to decide its contribution for 
next year for the Spiceball Park 
Road centre. 

But Mr Turner said £600,000 
to £650,000 of the centre's run¬ 
ning costs came from ticket 
sales, putting it on a strong foot¬ 
ing for the future. 

The plans have been criticised 
by Mill regular and Barford resi¬ 
dent John Christie, the county 
council's assistant chief educa¬ 
tion officer from 1989 to 1997. 

Mr Christie said: "There is no 
guarantee that the services pro¬ 
vided at present will be contin¬ 
ued by such a body, which is 
unelected, undemocratic, unsu¬ 
pervised and unaccountable." 

County cabinet member for 
safer and stronger communities 
Judith Heathcoat said: "It is nec¬ 
essary for the council to make 
savings to the services it pro¬ 
vides and initiatives it supports." 
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Train amongst 
most crowded 

A RUSH-HOUR train from Banbury has been 
named one of the UK's most overcrowded. 

But rail bosses said since the service was 
now better placed to meet demand. 

First Great Western's (FGW) Mark 
Hopwood spoke after the service to London 
Paddington was named the fifth most 
overcrowded from an autumn 2011 survey. 

The Government's top 10 most 
overcrowded services found 356 people 
went for 225 seats on a weekday survey for 
the 6.30am from Banbury. 

It is the first time the Department for 
Transport has released such figures. 

But the overcrowding was worst outside 
of the county as the service made multiple 
stops on the way to the capital, where it 
arrived at 8.52am, a passenger group said. 

Transport Minister Norman Baker said the 
Government was investing in more carriages 
and operators must reduce crowding. 

Managing director Mr Hopwood said: 
"Despite the lack of availability of suitable 
additional trains in the UK, in the past three 
years we've been doing just what the 
minister suggests." 

Dennis Tan, of passenger group OxRail, 
said the 6.30am service was avoided by city 
commuters because of the multiple stops. 

He said: "You can still get a seat but on 
really busy days, such as on a Monday or 
Thursday you run a small risk of not getting 
a seat." 

The Government demanded a 4.2 per 
cent average increase for regulated fares 
across the FGW network from January 1 as 
part of the Chancellor's autumn statement. 

This meant that Banbury commuters face 
a 9.2 per cent season ticket rise for Chi Item 
Railways services. This will see a 12-month 
season ticket rise from £4,348 to £4,532.

Andrzej a hero after the 54-year-old 
pulled a neighbour in West Street, 
Banbury, from their blazing flat. 

• The Chapel nightclub in Banbury 
agreed to change last entry times 
and add more door staff after police 
brought a review of its licence over 
concerns about violence and 
disorder.

T he US premiere of Jack 

Readier, an explosive action 
thriller based on the book One 
Shot by Lee Child, was postponed 
in the wake of the shootings at 
Sandy Hook Elementary School. 

The decision was understandable. 
Christopher McQuarrie's film 
opens with heart-stopping scenes of 
a sniper taking aim at innocent 
bystanders on a riverbank, including 
a nanny cradling a terrified young 
child in her arms. 

Viewed through the gunman's 
high-powered rifle scope to the 
steady beat of his breathing, the 
massacre sends shivers down the 
spine as shots ring out and figures 
tumble like rag dolls to the ground. 

McQuarrie accomplishes this 
haunting set piece with brio and 
restraint, replaying the slaughter 
from myriad perspectives later in 
the film as police uncover the clues 
to the shooter's identity. 

Nothing else in Jack Reacher 
comes close to this bravura 
sequence and the initial rush of 
adrenaline in our veins eases to a 
steady pulse. 

Former military officer Jack 
Reacher (Tom Cruise) is a ghost in 
the system, even to the US 
government with all of the top- 
secret technology and resources at 


its disposal. He is lured out of 
hiding when a mentally unstable 
sniper, James Barr (Joseph Sikora), is 
arrested for the murder of five 
innocent people outside PNC Park 
in Pennsylvania. 

Before Barr slips into a coma, he 
writes down three words - Get Jack 
Reacher. 

On cue, Jack makes contact with 
lead detective Emerson (David 
Oyelowo) and District Attorney 
Rodin (Richard Jenkins), convinced 
that the cops have caught their 
perpetrator. 

"I didn't come here to help (Barr). 

I came here to bury him," growls 
Jack. 

However, Rodin's daughter, 
defence attorney Helen Rodin 
(Rosamund Pike), isn't convinced of 
Barr's guilt and she hires Jack to 
check the forensics. 

A scattershot chain of evidence 
leads Jack to criminal mastermind 
The Zee (Werner Herzog) and his 
sharp-shooting henchman (Jai 
Courtney), whose business interests 
may play a part in the unfolding 
mystery. 

Jack Reacher is the first chapter of 
a potential new franchise for Cruise, 
based on the ninth book in Child's 
ongoing series. 

It's a solid genre piece, 
punctuated by smartly orchestrated 
action sequences, including a night¬ 
time chase through city streets and 
a couple of bruising fist fights. 

Cruise isn't stretched in the lead 
role, which asks him to play rough 
and tough, telling one bad guy: "I 
mean to beat you to death and
